The Commissioner of the General 


Land Office hag submitted a report of 
the operations of the fiscal year which 
ended June 30, 1884. The sales, entries 
and selections of public lands em- 
braced 26,884,011 acres, Indian lands 
6D7.129 acres, total 27,531,170 acres. 
Increase over the year 1883 of 8,101,137 
acres, and over 1882 of 13,222,003. The 
receipts from disposals of public lands 
are $31,840,003, and from Indian lands 
$938,137; total, $12,779,130, an in- 
crease over 1883 of 51,073,364 and over 
1882, 
$4,382,750, to which is to be 


added $10,275 received for certified 
copies of records making total receipts 
for the year, $12,789,405. 
The Com- 


miosioner renews his recommendation 
that the pre-emption law be repealed, 
and deems it important that the home- 
stead laws be 'amended, so as to 
require proof 
of 
actual 
residence 


and improvement for two years before 
homestead entry may be reoommuted to 
cash payment. He recommends the re- 
peal of the timber culture act, the desert 
land law and the stone and timber land 
act. 


Large numbers of complaints are on 


file of parties fenciug Government land 
They will be investigated. 


The Commissioner points out the 


necessity for the immediate adoption of 
some measure by which natural forests 
may be preserved nt the head-waters of 
rivers where their preservation is ex- 
pedient for climatic effect. 
He says 


there is no good reason why lauds worth 
from $25 to $100 per acre for timber, 
should be sola for $1 25 and $2 50 per 
acre, and he favors withdrawal from 
sale, of all distinctively timber lands, 
until an examination and appraisement 
can be made. After examination, per- 
manent timber reserves should be es- 
tablished .

It is of course impossible to give ex-

The Virginia Chronicle says "the 


"Walker Lake Reservation is 54 milei 
long and of an average width of three 
miles, comprising some of the bes 
agricultural and grazing land in Nevada 
It contains 162 square miles, or 100, 
§80 acres—enough land to make gooc 
sized farms for 10,000 citizens, and i 
would all be taken up within a year i 
the government could be made to see 
the great benefit to be conferred upon 
Nevada by removing the Indians to the 
Pyramid Eeservation and declaring the 
Walker Lake domain open to pre-emp- 
tion. 


There is no good reason why a few 


Piutes should hold this magniflcen 
tract of laud to the exclusion of the 
white men who would be glad to settl 
upon it and make homes which woulc 
add greatly to the prosperity of the 
State. Most of the Indians allotted to 
this reservation spend their time at the 
mining camps along the Carson & Col- 
orada road, choosing rather to depenc 
upon the leavings of hotel and restau- 
rant tables than to live upon the rations 
furnished by Uuole Sam, For mouths 
at a time the reservation is quite de- 
serted, but it is money in the Agent's 
pocket. If he has 200 Indians on his 
ration-roll and there are but a .iozen or 
so to be fed, it will be seen that he is 
doing a thriving business. 


The Indian returns to the reservation 


only when driven to Jt by inclement 
weather, when he cannot loange about 
mining camps and play poker. 


The Pyramid ^Reservation is large 


enough for all the Indians in the State, 
and they should bo compelled to accept 
that as their proportion of the public 
domain, and to cultivate it, as a few of 
them do now. 
If the Walker Lake 


country were made public laud it would 
m a few years become a paradise, a far 
more delightful spot than Mason Val- 
ley, and tan times more valuable. 
Be- 


sides the rich agricultural lands it em- 
braces 111 its valleys, the hills on either 
side are full of mineral deposits which 
the whito prospector cannot touch, and 
tho Indians cortmuly will not work 
them. The lake and iivei are abundant- 
ly supplied with trout, and it is ' a good 
country ' generally. 


Two important things must not be 


forgotten, however—'first, that the In- 
dians have lights that must be re- 
spected—which 
the 
Government 
is 


bound to respect. Second, that lioh 
land grabbers- -anxious for big cattle 
ranges—would be among the first to 
secure the land if thrown open to settle- 
ment unless some piohibition against 
such ' hogging ' were made by the Gov- 
ernment."
